The Housing Problem 


Prepared by Matuitpe D, Wituiams, Library Editor, Public Library, Washington, D. C., 
with the cooperation of Dr. JAMEs Foro, of the President’s Conference 
on Home Building and Home Ownership. 


S THE wage earner to be condemned to the slum dwelling, the decaying 
property of blighted areas, and the jerry-built houses of exploited subur- 
ban sections? Or will civic, state, or national enterprise come to his rescue 

with multiple dwelling projects surrounding park and playground areas 
where his children will be safe from traffic menace, and the whole family 
may be assured a maximum of sunlight and air, sanitary conveniences, and 
sufficient space for decent living at a minimum cost? Or will the housing 
ot the future go beyond this, returning to the single family dwelling with 
buildings of Buckminster Fuller’s dymaxion type, the metal house assembled 
like an automobile, and like it discarded in from five to ten years for a later 
model embodying newer standards of comfort and convenience? 

In her review of Recent trends in American housing, a thorough and ex- 
cellent study, Dr. Edith Elmer Wood, one of our foremost authorities on the 
subject and author of Housing progress in Western Europe and The housing 
of the unskilled wage earner, concludes with a telling chapter on the “eco- 
nomic cost of obsolete housing in preventable deaths, illness and crime versus 
the cost of clearance and replacement.” She has no brief for any particular 
type of house, basing her observations on what has been done rather than 
on theoretical experimentation. 

Slums, large-scale housing and decentralization, edited by Dr. John M. 
Gries and Dr. James Ford, is generally conceded to be the most valuable con- 
tribution to date among the publications of the President’s Conference on 
Home Building and Home Ownership. It gives not only careful surveys of 
existing conditions made by experienced workers in the field, but also recom- 
mendations for future development, and a valuable study of the economic 
factors involved. 

.\nother important volume in the series is Negro housing, a comprehensive 
study of a problem peculiar to America. Taxation as it affects home building 
and ownership is considered in Home finance and taxation. The fifth volume 
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covers House design, construction and equipment and is supplemented by 
Household management and kitchens. City planning and zoning, subdivi- 
sions, utilities, and landscaping are covered by specialists in Planning for 
residential districts. The volumes are being issued in rapid succession, six of 
them being available as of August 15, 1932. 

A survey of the demand for small houses and low rent apartments, with 
valuable tables of rents and costs in the United States, and a comparative 
study of what has been done in England, are given by Robert Whitten and 
Thomas Adams in Neighborhoods of small homes. 

The Better homes manual covers the whole question of ownership from 
financing to kitchen utensils, reviews progress in improving housing con- 
ditions, and lists organizations engaged in housing and home-improvement 
work. [Excellent booklists supplement each chapter. 

The child’s place in the housing project has been studied by the White 
House Conference on Child Health and Protection, which has issued The 
home and the child, a social approach to all phases of child welfare in the 
home. 

The concise and graphic Primer of housing, by Arthur C. Holden, pub- 
lished under the imprint of the Workers Education Bureau, should be 
valuable to the small library which has inquiries concerning the intricacies 
of mortgages and the many problems of rent and ownership. Equally useful 
is Lawrence Veiller’s general survey, The housing problem in the United 
States, one of a series of miscellaneous pamphlets published by the National 
Housing Association. 

Housing projects in thirteen different European countries are covered in 
Housing policy in Europe: cheap home building, published by the Inter- 
national Labor Office. 

No less than eight chapters of John R. H. McDonald’s Modern housing, 
a review of present housing requirements in Great Britain, are devoted to 
an exposition of the advantages of the flat roof. He has the support of the 
best modern German, French, and Dutch architects, who handle the flat 
roof with enthusiasm. 

A collection of papers covering many phases of housing and city planning 
is given in Housing problems in America, the proceedings of the Tenth 
National Conference on Housing, 1929. 

One of the staunchest supporters of the multiple dwelling and large-scale 
plan is Lewis Mumford. His chapter on “Housing,” in Modern architecture, 
a publication of the New York Museum of Modern Art, forcefully states 
his point of view. The entire volume is valuable for its illustrations of hous- 
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by ing projects here and abroad, representing the work of outstanding architects
